A 
long discussion then ensued. 


If tho deal shall bo- approved there

25,100 MEN NOW OUT 


AT SAN FRANCISCO 


General Strike on Docks of That 


City and Oakland May Mean 


Closing of Both 
Ports 


to Commerce, 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—The labor 


troubles in this city readied their cul- 
mination last night wheu tho city front 
federation ordered a general strike on 
the docks 
of San 
Francisco, Oakland, 


Mission Rock and Port Costa, to go into 
effect this morning. The resolution to 
strike, which was unanimous, was short, 
but its effect was to cause a temporary 
paralysis of the shipping business of San 
Francisco. 
It reads as follows: 


"The full membership of the city front 


federation refuses to work at the ilocks 
of Pan Francisco; Oakland, Port Costa 
and Mission Rock. The steamers Bonita 
and Walla Walla, with mail and passen- 
gers now in the stream will be allowed to 
go to sea." 


This action, which is-a direct outcome 


tif,-tlic lockout of the teamsters, will have 
for its immediate effect the cessation of 
.-ill Inbor around the great docks about 
the city. The 
sand 
teamsters' union 


and the Oakland teamsters' union also 
ordered a strike. This will make a total 
of over 25,000 union workmen who have 
stopped their labor since the middle of 
May lust,

Un- 
ICSH the proprietors and managers arc 
able to secure sullicient non-union hfclp 
to load nnd man their vessels, the strike 
will practically menu the closing of the 
port and the suspension of business in 
the wholesale and

the public: Whpn the deed was done at 
about 3 o'clock in the morning, physi- 
cians were called and the town authori- 
ties notified. State Attorney We.-ton at

Monday, made a thorough and impartial 
examination of the mutter in every de- 
tail, but which investigation 
failed to

of cnninnlity on 


the-part-of the-ohief'actor, who iii self-:

shot, being the fourth one,

RAIN HELPS CORN CROP 


The Drought Stricken District of 


. 
the West is Now Well

WASHINGTON, D. C.. July 30,—Offi- 


cial advices to the weather bureau are 
confirmative of the press reports of the 
prevalence of rains over the corn 
belt 


since Sunday night, with cooler weather 
than yesterday. During the last twenty- 
four hours rain has fallen generally over 
that section, with some few exceptions, 
notably Southern Ohio, Kentucky and 
Southwestern Nebraska.

As a result 
of the rain decidedly lower temperatures 
prevail in Northwestern states and nor- 
mal conditions generally 
in other sec- 


tions, lawu had the heaviest rainfall. 
1.00 inches falling at Dubuqne, and the 
prospects in that state for a fine yield of 
corn are good 


In other Western states where hope 


had been abandoned on account of the 
parched condition of the crops the rain 
has assured a big crop of late fodder. 
The rain was general throughout Il- 
linois, Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska 
and- 


Kansas. In many spots it wus accom- 
pamed by thunderstorms. 
Although the 


downpour came too late to save the 
Kansas crop, farmers will bo greatly 
helped by the benefit which will accrue 
-to.the pictures, .and already there has 
been a great falling off in the sale of 
stoet.. In Missouri and Nebraska prac- 
tically the same conditions exist. 


CROPS IN WISCONSIN*. 


The heavy fall of rain which was gen- 


eral in all parts of the Mate Sunday and 
early yesterday morning was of inestim- 
able benefit to fanners, and practically 
saved the corn crop from total destruc- 
tion. In the southern countries corn on 
lowlands is still in unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, nud with the abundant moisture 
will maJce rapid growth.' On the 
up- 


lands and sandy soil, however, the dam- 
age from drought ii.nd heat, has been so 
great that ie is doubtful 
whether the 


rains have come In time to save- more 
than a part of tlio crops. 


.Reports on oats and barley are that 


those crops have ripened rapidly and 
that a large acreage was harvested last 
weeek. 3n the southern countries some 
threshing has been done and the yield is 
fair, although oats are 
generally of 


light weight. So far us the heat" and 
drought are concerned, these crops axo 
not seriously a.ffected. 


Thu tobacco crop has been damaged 


seriously by the lock of rain. In some 
localities, notably Dodge, Dane aud Jef- 
ferson counties, the crops will be al- 
most a total fa-iluro. In parts of Ver- 
non county .and in Jimited areas else- 
where, where the rainfall was more 
abundant, a fair yield is expected. 


The rains In tho central and northern 


sections interfered with harvesting 
the 


hay crop and resulted in considerable 
loss. The crop, however is generally 
hoavy and of excellent quality except in 
southern counties. Fruit aud potatoes 
are reported in good condition aud the 
rain is expected to develop the crop to 
its usual standard.

The; Drought Stricken District. of 


the West is Now Well 


Soaked. 


WASHINGTON", D, C.. July 30—Offi- 


cial advices to the weather 
bureau are 


confirmative of the press reports of the 
prevalence of rains over the corn belt 
since Sunday night, with cooler weather 
than yesterday; During the last twenty- 
four hours rain has fallen generally over 
that section, .with some few exceptions, 
•notably.. Southern Ohio, Kentucky and 
Southwestern Nebraska. 
While 
not 


very heavy in amount, the rains are de- 
scribed officially as pretty fair for sum- 
mer timo.

At Kansas City there was over an 


inch of precipitation, from 
one-quarter 


to two inches in various parts of-Iowa, 
in Nebraska ths rainfall was fair; in 
'Eastern and Northern Oklahoma there 
were some showers, 
and in Missouri 


they were pretty fair. Showers .are-.pre- 
dicted'for today'east of the Mississippi 
river, and fair weather west. Tempera- 
•tu'rea in the corn - belt were generally 
above 90 degrees, but in some -localities 
they did not get BO high and were -not 
above 05 degrees except in some few lo- 
calities. Por the next day or two temp- 
eratures will be'reasonably moderate, as 
compared with those of the past heated 
period. 


A01 crops that have not been •ruined 


by the recent drought will be benefited 
by the heavy rains that have fallen 
within the last thirty-six hours, and it is 
asserted by -the weather', forecasters 
throughout 
the corn belt that the 


drought is at last broken. As a result 
of the rain decidedly lower temperatures 
prevail in Northwestern states and nor- 
mal conditions generally : in other sec- 
tions. Iowa had the heaviest rainfall, 
1.66 inches falling at Dubuque, and the 
prospects in that state for a fine yield of 
corn are good 


In other Western states where hope 


had been abandoned on account 
of 
the 


parched condition of the crops the rain 
has assured a big crop .of late fodder. 
The rain was general throughout Il- 
linois, lowai Missouri, Nebraska and- 
Kansas. In-.;many-. spots it was accom- 
panied by thunderstorms.

In some 
localities, notably Dodge, Dane and Jef- 
ferson counties, the crops will be al- 
most a total failure, In parts of Yer- 
D<m county...and in Oimited areas else- 
where-, where tho rainfall was more 
abundant, & fair yield is expected. 


The rains in the central and northern 


sectJons interfered with harvesting the 
hay crop and resulted in considerable 
loss. The crop, however is generally 
heavy and of excellent quality except in 
southern counties. Fruit and potatoes 
are reported in good condition and the 
rain is expected to develop the crop to 
its usual standard.

of Murdering His Sister. 


PROOF NOT 
SUFFICIENT 


Evidence Furnished by Government 


Did Not Warrant Giving Case 


to Decision of Jury. 


GREAT DEMONSTRATION 


GREETS THE DECISION 


Remarkable Ending of n Sensational Trial 


—Hundreds ltusl> to Siinlte Hands 


ivlth Hobert Fnahnrgh ns Ho is 


Discharged from Custody. 


PITTSFIP:LD, Mass., juiy 20.—At the 


opening of court today in the Fosburgh 
trial Judge Stevens instructed the jury 
to bring in a verdict of not guilty and 
this was done., ending the trial. 


The jurymen did not .leave tiieir scats. 


The verdict was received with shouts of 
approval, which the court 
immediately 


suppressed. The 
demonstration, how- 


ever, was one of the most remarkable 
that has ever occurred in court of jus- 
tice. Judge Stevens, ir. ordering a ver- 
dict of acquittal, said: 


"Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen: Dur- 


ing the six days we have listened to a 
painful recital 
oi one of the 
saddest 


tragedies ever presented to a jury. A 
beautiful girl, just budding into woman- 
hood, was shot down and her brother 
has been accused of the crime. The gov- 
ernment has endpnvovoc! to prove that 
the girl was not shot by burglars; it has 
enrleavorcd^to exclude all other members 
of the family from the affair, and third, 
to prove that the shot was fired by her 
brother. Robert.S. Foshurgh. 


"The trial has proceeded somewhat in 


the form 
of an inqiu-st' ;iml lias been 


tried with great pains 0:1 the part of thy 
government and the defense. There has 
been a desire, to obtain 
proof and so a 


great deal of evidence has 
been intro- 


duced and admitted 
without 
objection 


which might have been excluded under 
the strict rule of the law. I .think 1 
ought also to sny to you that it is due 
to the chief of pnliee who has stood be- 
hind this prosecution, that in the view of 
the court he has tried to do his duty 
with a single eye. to ascertaining the 
truth. Now. Mr. Foreman and gentle- 
men, 
a motion has been made that this 


case be taken from the jury and it be- 
comes my duty to say to you that in the 
opinion of the court the government has 
not furnished proof sufficient to sustain 
a verdict, of guilty against the 
defen- 


dant, and therefore, under the. direction 
of tho court, in the indictment of Rob- 
ert S. Fosburgh 
for killimr 
his sister, 


you will return'a verdict of not guiltv." 


The crowd in ,tlie court room, which 


included hundreds of friends of the de- 
fendant, broke into loud applause, whieh 
the court immediately quelled by sternly 
raising his finger and 
commanding the 


sheriff to see that the demonstration 
was not repeated. 


Robert Stewart Fosburgh,, the defen- 


dant, was then ordered to stand, while 
the foreman 
of the jury was asked: 


"What is your verdict?" 


The reply was: "Xot guiltv.' 
Judge Stevens then, in a 
few words, 


expressed his thanks to the jurymen for 
their careful consideration of the case 
during its presentation io them. 


Young Eobert Foaburgh \vas then dis- 


charged from custody «nd court was ad- 
journed. 


The great crowd then rushed a.=> one 


person to shake the hand of the .smiling 
foung man, and it was several minutes 
before the court room was cleared. 


Immediately 
after 
his 
discharge, 


young Robert Fosbi:rgh, accompanied by 
the members of his family, went to the 
Wendell house, where a reception 
was 


held, . and where hundreds of people 
shook hands with the young "man. 


Immediately after the court adjourn- 


ed the foreman of the jury 
assembled 


the different members into his private 
office and they- all declared they would 
have acquitted the prisoner without any 
instruction from the iiidge.

E. E. Penick of Chariton, la., Leaped 


Into the River When Big Liner 


Was Entering Port. 


CHAIRS' THROWN TO HIM 


Made No Efforts to Save Himself 


and Sank to the Bottom Before 


the Many Passengers. 


'GOOD BYE BOYS, I'M 


GOING," HIS LAST WORDS 


Hat Found Floating on the Water This 


Morning:—Deceased Was a Wealthy 


Bunker and Stockman—Still 


*• enrolling for Hotly. 


"Good bye, boys, I'm going!" were the 


last words uttered by E. E. Penick of 
Chariton. la., who committed suicide 
about 1:15 o'clock this morning, by leap- 
ing from the bow of the steamer Virgin- 
ia, of the Goodrich Transportation com- 
pany, as the big liner was coming into 
port. 


A number of passengers witnessed the 


act and they immediately throw two 
chairs in after him and yelled for him 
to catch hold of one until the boat could 
be stopped and rescue him, but the man 
paid no atention to the advice and made 
no effort to help himself and sank to his 
death. 


The opinion of all who witnessed the 


man jump is that he took his own life, 
but others thought 
perhaps it might 


have been an accident. It was at Chi- 
cago that the stranger boarded the boat. 
He was a man five feet eleven inches tall, 
wore a gray suit and had the appearance 
of being a business man. 


His actions during the trip from Chi- 


cago to Rncine were not particularly at- 
tractive or peculiar, except 
that 
he 


walked around a'great deal and appear- 
ed nervous. Often he would stand and 
gaze at the wnter, as if in thought, but 
when he spoke or was spoken to, was 
pleasant and gentlemanly. 


When the liner entered this port the 


man stood in the bow. At a point three 
hundred feet east of the 
inner light 


house, the whistle of the steamer was 
sounded,'and almost instantly the man 
mounted the rail and leaped into the 
wnter with a loud cry-and those who 
saw him say that he yelled, "Good bye, 
boys, I'm going!" 


Instantly there was great excitement 


on the steamer, among the passengers 
who were up. Chairs were immediately 
thrown overboard and the engines of 
the boat wore checked. 


A fisherman on the north pier henrcl 


the cry of the man as did Edward Knut- 
son, assistant tender of the lighthouse, 
and he immediately launched the light- 
house boat arid went out in search of 
the man, but failed to find any trace of 
him. 


In the meantime the lookout at the 


life saving station observed the confu- 
sion and 
reported. Surfman 
Eiehter 


hurried to the pier and was told that 
there was a man overboard from the 
steamer. 


In a few moments he reported to Cap- 


tain Breckenfeld and a boat wns manned 
and the captain, Richter and Andrew 
Hanson went out to look after the man, 
believing that he might 
have caught 


one of the chairs and was hanging on, 
but nothing was found except one chair. 


This morning another search woa made 


and a soft gray striped hat was found. 
There was no name in it, nor was the 
name of the manufacturer to be found 
in the headgear. The hat was left at 
the office of the Goodrich company. 


No one could be found among the pas- 


sengers who knew the man's name and 
from the books there was no definite 
way in finding out, unless a canvass of 
the passengers was made after the Vir- 
ginia cleared for Milwaukee. 


At 9 o'clock this morning the life sav- 


ing crew went out with a boat and 
grappling hooks in search of the body, 
believing that it would remain near 
where the man juhiped in. 


VAIN SEARCH FOR BODY. 


All day long the members of the life 


saving crew dragged the mouth of the 
river in hopes of finding the remains of 
the suicide, but all their efforts proved 
of no ava.il. 


About ten o'clock this morning the 


four men who were operating two yawl 
boats searching for the body noticed a 
pocketbook floating near the piers at 
the' mouth of the river. The book was 
picked u*p and found to" contain a $10 
bill, a ninety day promisor)' note for $20 
signed by Scott Richmond and issued by 
the Chariton%Bank of Manning and Pen- 
ick of Chariton, Iowa. 
Besides 
the 


note was a premium paid the Northwest- 
ern Mutual Life Insurance of Milwaukee 
issued by the agent, H. A. Munger, of 
Milwaukee to J. S. Howard. The num- 
ber of the policy was 353,832 and the 
premium' was $04.72. This 
document 


was issued August 28, 189S. The promis- 
sory note was dated April 22; 1901. 


It was thought that these two pieces 


of paper would lead to the man's identi- 
ty. The pocketbook was a plain leath- 
er case often carried in the vest pocket. 


After finding th« book the life savers 


were of the opinion the body was some,- 
where nearby. They'searched 'tillrth^' 
noon hour and after receiving their din- 
ner they resumed'the hunt until late ift 
the day. 


A sombrero hat was also found in: the 


lake and it is thought to be the one worn 
by the man. It was taken to the'office 
of the Goodrich company. While the tug 
Dixoh was out after the schooner Dres- 
den this morning the crew picked up a 
chair off the Goodrich steamer, Virginia. 
This chair was located about a mile out 
in the lake and was one thrown over- 
board by other passengers on board the 
steamer w4en they saw the man leap to 
his death. 


A RESIDENT OF IOWA. 


H. F. Brown and O. A. liougland, two 


stockmen from the state of Iowa, were 
with the man on the steamer. They left 
Chicago together 
and .had engaged 


berths. The three men, according to re- 
ports, were out on business and pleasure 
combined. These two' men arrived in 
the city this morning and, going to the 
Goodrich docks, partly cleared up the 
mystery. They said it was their firm 
belief that the man was their companion 
on the steamer with whom they left 
Iowa together. They were very reticent 
and would give out but little informa- 
tion. 
It was afterwards 
ascertained 


that the man was supposed to be C. E. 
Penick,.tif Chariton, la.,m very wealthy 
man and cashier of the Chariton Bank 
of Manning 
and 
Penick. Penick was 


the gentleman who was traveling with 
H, F. Brown and 0. A. Hougland. 
After 


the boat reached Milwaukee the two men 
noticed that Penick was missing. Brown 
afterwards identified the hat as that of 
Perrlck's. 


LEAVES WIPE AND CHILDREN. 
Penick was a man 34 years of age and 


of good habits. He leaves a wife and 
two children. It was learned today that 
Penick was about to built a $1.0,000 
summer home. He possessed a cheerful 
disposition and suicide by drowning waa 
the last thing ever thought of by his 
two companions. He was a college grad- 
uate -iuid highly regarded by all of his 
acquaintances. His father- is said to be 
one of. the heaviest stockholders in the 
Chariton Bank. 


it seems that C. E. Penick left Chari,- 


ton,.Ia., on Monday night accompanied 
by II. F, Brown and O. A. Hougland with 
four cars of cattle for Chicago. Penick 
was-also heavily interested in stock rais- 
ing. 


After disposing of their products they 


decided to visit Milwaukee. As 
the 


boat was somewhat crowded sleeping ac- 
commodations could only be obtained for 
two of the party. Penick prefcri;ed to 
sit up and so the other two men retired 
for the night leaving their companion 
sitting on the deck. 


Penick'a brother, H., 0. 
Penick, of 


Chariton, has been notified of the acci- 
dent and was summoned to Eacine on 
the first train. A reward of $100 lws 
been offered by the two stockmen, for 
the recovery of the body. 


As soon ns the man leaped overboard 


last night the life saving crew was noti- 
fied and within five minutes were drag- 
ging the river. Up to the time of going 
.to press the remains have not been recov- 
ered.

MILWAUKEE, July 20.—Dr. Walter 


Kernps'tor of this city, formerly at tho 
head of the northern hospital for the in- 
sane and an expert on.insanity, agrees 
with Dr. Charles Denison of Denver in 
his views of strengthening the human 
family. Dr. Kcmpster said yesterday: 


"While the theory of putting fco death 


incurable people who are not only a 
menace but a burden to the fcommunity 
is startling and may be slow of realiza- 
tion, I believe the time will come when 
it will be done by law. The process 
should not -be left to the judgment or 
discretion of one man, but should be 
safeguarded so that there would be no 
possible danger. The decision should be 
in tho hands of a board of eminent men, 
carefully selected. 


"Mlerocephalllc children and 
infants 


ought to bo put to death by law. Their 
heads are so small that there la no 
chance for the brain to grow, ft It dif- 
ferent with weak or sickly children, be- 
cause they often recover from their ill- 
ness and develop into well and strong 
men and women. These changes will 
take a long time, but the 
sentiment 


among medical nwtn is clowly altering, 
so that they look with favor upon- the 
proposition."

matter, able metropolitan papers are 
hesitating in throwing over the dreams 
of the department for one-cent postage. 
The fact is the administration 
of 
our 


postal business is slow alongside that of 
England. It is notorious that in our 
cities it takes as long to send a- letter 
from one city point to another as it does 
to points many miles distant. Who in 
our cities can mail a, letter to a friend 
or tnvsiuess firm in the 
same city and, 


receive an answer the same day? But 
this is done in European cities nnd :n 
any English city of over 
10,000 people. 


In a letter to the Chicago "Record-Herald 
Mr. Curtis shows, however, that 
it is 


possible to mail a letter in any English 
city of over IO..OOO people and receive an 
answer the same day. In fact a letter 
mailed at 9 a. m. may bring an answer 
by 4 p. m., depending of course upon the 
promptness of the person who writes 
the answer. In cities of this class there 
are fourteen deliveries 
per day, and 


thousands oi housekeepers do their 
marketing 
by post. The 
proverbial 


"slowness" of Britain does not apply to 
her postal service. 


The department says $20,000,000 can 


be saved by reforms in second class 
matter, but all well 
informed

know that nearly as much more can be 
saved by reductions

The 
Indian tribes are being broken up, their 
lands divided in severally, and the pro- 
ceeds of lands in excess will be held as a 
fund by the government for their sup- 
port, that is, supposed it will be so held 
in better form than has been their lands.

whimsical reason, not a majority of the 
tribe had signed the treaty for that pur- 
pose. These Indians,, a-s the lands are 
sold, and opened to settlement, receive 
their allotment 
and it can be 
fairly 


said most of the red skins are satisfied 
it is for the best. For sooner or later 
the white man in his resistless course 
will so so crowd in, as indeed he has 
been doing in the past years,; , that the 
pure Indian bloods will be crushed be- 
tween the whites and the half-breeds 
whp have 'appropriated the fairest por- 
tions .of their domains. 


There arc in round numbers about 


80.000 Indians who will receive, as the 
work progresses, their, shares in saver- 
alty, and 
with each' such 
allotment 


these Indians become regularly author- 
ized, citizens to vote or not vote, just as 
they are so minded.

Scrape the dough 
from the sides and stand in a warm 
place two -and one-half hours. At the 
end of that. time add sufficient 
wheat 


flour to make it dough. Take out 
on 


the board, knead lightly and mold, into 
loaves. Stand the loaves in a warm 
place and bake 
thirty minutes. I'OT 


white bread the method should be much 
the same, except the dough is kneaded 
the first time until no longer sticky, and 
set away three hours. 'After it is made 
into loaves Jet stand three-quarters of 
an hour and bnke thirty minutee. 


Real Corn Pone. — To 'make corn pone, 


put one pint of meal into a bowl; pour 
over sufficient 
boiling water just to 


moisten it; it must not be wet. Cover, 
nnd when cool add a tablespoonfu1. of 
shortening, melted, and two eggs lightly 
beaten. Add a. pint of thick sour milk, 
to which you have added a teaspoonfu! 
of soda dissolved in two tablespoonfuls 
of water, and mix thoroughly. Turn in- 
to shallow pan and bake in a moderately 
quick oven for half an hour.

The Seven Great B««r Produclnff Cities of 


the Country. 


Chicago Inter Ocean: 
It scms from 


the New York Sun's 
compilation that 


the consumption of lager beer in 
the 


United States, which increased year by 
year from 18t)«. the yea.r of its first pop- 
ularity, to 189", fell off in the latter 
year from 1,111,000.000 gaJlons to 1,007,- 
000.000. but in 1898. notwithstanding the- 
double, internal-revenue tax on beer for 
extraordinnry war expenses, it increased 
f.o 1.162,000.000. Sinco then it has boe.ri 
increasing steadily, and was 1,220,000,000 
gallons in 1900. 


The consumption of bee.r In Chicago 


and Xew York is on the increase. Now 
York. Chicago, Toledo, Milwaukee, St. 
Louis, Xeward. and Philadelphia are the 
seven -jrcivt bepr-producing cities of 
the 


country. They also figure among the 
greatest 
beer-consuming cities. The 


Sun's remark that Chicago is not a large 
beer-producing city is not borne out by 
the facts. It lnus some of the greatest 
breweritw in the world, and turns out 
brands of universal celebrity. 


The Sim discovers that the increase 


in the revenue t*x from $1 to $2 a barrel 
was a burden which the brewers shifted 
to the shouldf-rs of the retailers. This 
diminished the revenues of the 
In.tter, 


iind coupled with an increase in license 
taxes, which a? been general throughout

COMPLAINS OF MEXICAN LAW 


A Kansas City dispatch to the Chica- 


go Inter Ocean say?: One of the most 
remarkable stories of the mistreatment 
of Americans by the Mexican authorities 
is -brought by Harry Adams, formerly 
a railroad man. who was caught in a 
wreck in Mexico, and. although his leg 
was cut off, ho wa> seized by the officers 
und put into prison before medical treat- 
ment was given him. 


Adams went to Mexico last March and 


secured a position on the railroad run- 
ning between .San Lui< Potosi a.'id Car- 
denas. After he hud been on ihe road 
about three :aionth^ he was ordered to 
tiikc a special through, and when on a 
steep grade the train got beyond con- 
trol. It was a. terrible ride, and when 
the train had almost reached the bottom 
of the grade it left tlie tni<-k. Adams 
had his left leg cnuglit under the wreck 
and two Mexicans. were killed: He, as 
the engineer of the train, was arrested 
at once under Mexican law, which holds 
innocent people responsible for any and 
all accidents. Before

summoned Adamw was carried to a mis- 
erable prison. wl;cre he lay all night 
without anyone rendering him aid, be- 
yond putting his juangled leg in rude 
splints. 1" the 
morning a phyeician 


cnme and sawed tho mangled part of the 
leg off. but vs it was done improperly 
another operation will have to be per- 
formed here. 


Adams appealed in vain, us pays, to 


tl« American authorities, but .they did 
not render him the least help. He was 
finally smuggled out of the eojmtry by 
railroad men. He says there, are seorss

men in 
Mexican 


prisons, many of them having been there 
for seven and eight years, and who will 
probabty remain there the balance of 
their lives. They appeal in vain for help 
from the American authorities.

Meat-Eating in Summer.—The ques-

ature needs strength to resist it, and to 
deprive the system of this nutritive and 
building element is decided to be unwise 
now by experts in the matter. The 
meat diet should not be as generous in 
summer as in winter, and the meats se- 
lected should be of the digestible sort, 
and they should bo cooked in the most 
wholesome ways. The greasy fried pork 
a/id sausages offered in too many homes 
are bad, and any meat fried, cooked in 
too much grease or overdone is also not 
to be recommended. Meats broiled or 
roasted or \ve4l-prepared stews are not 
only good, but a necessity of the sum- 
mer diet, 


w /The Toilet Pin.—It is pointed out by 
physicians that transmission of con- 
tagious diseases is easily made possible 
through the common toflet pin, and per- 
sons who make a practice of putting pins 
in the mouth are warned of the danger 
incurred. Pins used by patients suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis have been found 
to bear the germs of the disease. Even 
pins fresh from 
paper or box are not 


safe, .as these are often collected 
from 


the streets by children and sold to pin 
manufacturers, this latter practice being 
specially common in Europe. 


Resting Jewel?.—Many jewels require 


an occasional sleep, so to speak, in order 
to retain their brilliancy. Diamonds, 
rubies and sapphires are among the 
number. They should be put 
away in 


total darkness 
every now and then. 


The usual velvet or satin-lined cases are 
the correct receptacles. It 
is best to 


•wrap gems in jewelers' 
tissue paper, 


then pack in wool and lay away in air- 
tight 
compartments. A number 
of 


stones are seriously affected 
by fumes 


from furnaces, sewer gas, moisture and 
sea air.

There 
could be no question that coffee, tea, to- 
bacco and alcohol, though the last the 
least of all, were valuable, as articles of 


i diet if used .properly. During childhood 


these articles should not be used at all.

would permit even babies to drink coffee 
was remarkable. This was often 
done 


through a desire to give the children a 


, 
warm drink in the morning. The ill-ef- 
fects of this practice were 
frequently 


met with by the physician. &ltch 
chil- 


dren early showed poor digestion and an 
irritability of the nervous system. 
He- 


has been surprised to find how common 
this wasy even among the well-to-do, and 
how seldom physicians gave the matter 
due consideration. He was of the opin- 
ion that this habit wa.'i a means of de- 
veloping in these persons, as they grew 
older, a desire for something stronger. 
The exceptional individual of excellent 
inheritance and strong 
physique, and 


•with a well-poised nervous system, could 
use coffee and tobacco from an early age 
without marked detriment, but it should 
always be borne'in mind that these cases

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Before using a new broom steep it in 


warm water for a few minutes and it 
will last longer, 


The easiest, way to remove fruit stains 


from linen or cotton goods is to wet the 
stain with alcohol and dry it in the aim; 
then pour boiling'water over the atain 
and it will disappear. 


To restore oilcloth melt, half an ounce 


of wax in a saucer of turpentine. Rub 
over the oilcloth with this, using a clean 
piece of flannel. Polish with a soft 
cloth. 


The lacquered brass knobs and trim- 


mings used on furniture are best clean- 
ed with a soft cloth wet in alcohol. All 
\uilax?quered brasses should 
be first 


washed ia warm soapsuds, and then rub- 
bed with salt a-nd vinegar applied with a. 
flannel cloth. 


It is a. good plan in cleaning white or 


light kid gloves to put the gasolene into 
a wide mouthed bottle with the gloves, 
close it tight and shake until t-ho dirt 
fails off, The same fluid can be used 
several times. 


If colored ginghams, cambrics, dimi- 


ties and the like are soaked in a solution 
of sugar of lead for fifteen minutes or 
so before washing, the colors will 
not 


fade. About a heaping teaspoonful to 
two or three gallons of tepid water will 
be sufficient. 


If tho gas range is nibbed daily witli 


a cloth dampened with kerosene it will 
not be necessary to blacken it oftener 
than once in two or three weeks. 
Hard- 


wood floors will also retain their polish 
if occasionally wiped 
up with an oily 


cloth. Frequent washing tends to dull 
them. 


A young housewife 
famous for tlis 


perfection of her cafe frappe gives this 
sensible rule for its preparation: To 
one quart of strong coffee, sweetened to 
taste, add the beaten white of one egg 
and 
freeze. 
Serve in glasses with 


whipped cream on top. 


Whole Wheat 
Bread.—Loaves 
of 


whole-wheat bread should be made small 
.so that 
all the yeast 
germs will be 


killed and bake 
just thirty 
minutes. 


For whole-wheat bread use ono or two 
cakes of compressed yeast dissolved 
in 


two "tablespoonfuls 
of cold water. To 


one .pint of milk add one pint of boiling 
water; when lukewarm add a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and the yeast. Now add suf- 


ficient whole-wheat flour to make a bat- 
ter that will drop from the spoon. Beat 
fifteen minutes; the harder it ia beaten 
the lighter the bread. 'Scrape the dough, 
from the sides and stand in a warm 
place two and one-half hours. At 
the 


end of that time add sufficient wheit 
flour to make a dough. Take out on 
the board, knead lightly and mold, into 
loaves. Stand the loaves in a warm 
place and bake thirty minutes. For 
white bread the method should be much 
the same, except the dough is kneaded 
the first time until no longer sticky, and 
set away three hours. 'After it is made 
into loaves let stand three-quarters of 
an hour and bake thirty minutes. 


Real Corn Pone.—To'make corn pone, 


put one pint of meal into a bowl; pour 
over sufficient 
boiling water just to 


moisten it; it must not be wet. Cover, 
and when cool add a .tablespoonful of 
shortening, melted, and two eggs lightly 
beaton. Add a pint of thick sour milk, 
to which you have added a teaspoonful 
of soda dissolved in two tableepoonfuls 
of water, and mix thoroughly. Turn in- 
to shallow pan and bake in a moderately 
quick oven for half an hour.

THE BEER HABIT, 


The Seven Great Beer Producing Cities of 


the Country. 


Chicago Inter Ocean: 
It sems. from 


the New York Sun's compilation that 
the consumption of lager beer in 
the 


United States, which increased year by 
year from I860, the year of its first pop- 
ularity, to 1897, fell 
off 
in the latter 


year from 1,111,000,000 gallons to 1,007,- 
000.000, but in 18»8. notwithstanding1 the 
double internal-revenue tax 'on-beer for 
extraordinary war expenses, it increased 
to !, 162,000,000. Since then it has been 
increasing steadily, and was 1,220,000,000 
gallons in 1900. 


The consumption of beer In Chicago 


and Hew York ia on tho increase. New 
York, Chicago, Toledo, Milwaukee, St. 
Louis, Xeward, and Philadelphia are the 
seven great beer-producing" cities of the 
country. They also figure among the 
greatest, beer-consuming cities. 
The 


Sun's remark that Chicago is not a largo 
beer-producing city ia not borne out by 
the facts. It has some of the greatest 
breweries hi the world, and turns Out 
brands of universal celebrity. 


The Sun discovers that the. increase 


in the revenue tax from $1 to $2 a barrel 
was a burden which the brewers shifted 
to the shoulders of the retailers. This 
diminished the revenues of the latter, 
and coupled with an increase in license 
taxes, which as been general throughout 
the Northern states, .has hnd the effect 
of reducing the 
number' of eaJoons in 


whioh chiefly beer is sold. 


Prom the Sun's summary, it develops 


that, while the popularity of lager beer 
ia de or easing in some pladcs, there is an 
increase of it in other localities, particu- 
larly hi the South, in which section 
heretofore there has been little demand 
for it 
It is essentially n summer drink 


in the United States, and its popularity 


in the South is, therefore, eiisilj' 
ex- 


plained. It is also mentioned as an im- 
portant 
and interesting fact that the 


South is now brewing a good 'deal of .its 
own beer. There arc eleven breweries 
in Texas, four in Tennessee, seven in 
Virginia, five in Alabama, one in Florida 
and five in Georgia. 


COMPLAINS OF MEXICAN LAW 


A Kansas City dispatch to the Chica- 


go Inter Ocean says: One of the must 
remarkable stories of the mistreatment 
of Americans by the Mexican authorities 
is 'brought by Harry Adams, formerly 
a railroad man, who was caught in a 
wreck in Mexico, and, although bis leg 
was cut off, he was seized by the officers 
and put into prison before medical treat- 
ment was given him. 


Adams went to Mexico last March and 


secured a position on the railroad run- 
ning between San Luis Potosi and Car- 
denas. After he had been on the road 
about three months ho was ordered to 
take a special through, and when on a 
steep grade the train got beyond con- 
trol. It was a terrible ride, and when 
the train hud almost reached the bottom 
of the grade it left the track. Adams 
had his left leg caught under the wreck 
and two Mexicans, were killed: He, as 
the engineer of the train, was arrested 
at once under Mexican law, which "holds 
innocent people responsible for any and 
all accidents. Before fl physician was 
summoned Adams was carried to a mis- 
erable prison, whore ho lay a.ll night 
without anyone Tendering him aid, be- 
yond putting his mangled leg in rude 
splints. In the morning a physician 
came and sawed the mangled part of the 
leg off, but fi-s it was dona improperly 
another operatibu will have to be per- 
formed hero. 


Adams appealed in vain, lia says, to 


the American authorities, but .thej' did 
not render him the least help. He was 
finally smuggled out- of the ronntry by 
railroad men. He says there are scores 
.of Amorical railroad men in Mexican 
prisons, ninny of them having been there 
for seven and eight, years, and who will 
probably remain there the balance of 
their lives. They appeal i.n vain for h«lp 
from the American authorities.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 25.—With 


the government case over with the ex- 
ception of rebuttal testimony, which it 
is understood will be considerable, and

For these experiments there was noth- 


ing more convenient or abundant- than 
chunks of gold from the Martians' mine. 
These, accordingly, were buried in 
various'directions'/and' with every de- 
gree of velocity} ?,;-."A little calculation 
had shown that in initial velocity of 30 
feet per- second imparted to one of theso 
chunks, moving, at right angles to the 
radius of the afiteroid, would, if the re- 
sistance of asi almost inappreciable at- 
mosphere were neglected, sofiloe to 
turn the piece of gold into a little satel- 
lite that would describe an orbit around 
tbe asteroid and continue to do so for- 
ever, or at least until tbe slight atmos- 
pheric resistance ' should eventually 
bring it down to the surface.

thia ellipse it,would continue to revolve 


around the. asteroid in. the character of 
• satellite. 


If the direction of the-, original -im- 


pulse were at more than a right anglo 
to tbe radius of *ihe asteroid, then tbe 
flying body Would paw out to a greater 
or less distance in space in an elliptical; 
Orbit, eventually coming back again and 
falling upon the asteroid, but not at the 
same spot from which it had departed. 


So many: took part in these singular 


experiment*, wM°h assumed rather tbe 
appearance of outdoor sports than of 
scientific demonstrations, that in a short 
tjme_we bad provided the asteroid with 
a very TargeCnumbe* ot*'littl«*moons"br 
satellites of gold, which revolved around 
it in orbits of various degrees of ellip- 
ticity, tailing, on the average about 
three-quarters of an hour to complete a 
circuit Since, on completing a revela- 
tion, they must necessarily pass through 
the point from which thay started, they 
kept ns constantly on tbe qui five to 
avoid being- knocked over by them as 
they swept around in their orbits.

It wa« far more 
thaa we oould have expected, and ovaii 
Mr. Edison was surprised as well us 
greatly gratified whoa hoi'qund that wo 
•were moving with tho velocity that I 
have named. 


Wo wore still abonb 6,000,000 miles 


from Mars, BO that, traveling tbrco 
miles iu a second, wo should require at 
least 23 days to reach tho immediate 
neighborhood of the pluuot. 


Meauwbilo wo had plunty of occu- 


pation to malco the tiao puas quickly.

This time, as it proved, there was to 


be no farther interruption, and -wlion 
uesfc we paused it was in the presence 
of the world inhabited by our ent-rnies 
aud facing their frowning batteries. 


We did not find it so easy to start 


from the asteroid as it had been to start 
from, tbe earth—that, is to say, we could 
not so readily generate it very high ve- 
locity. 


In consequence of fcbe comparatively 


small size of the asteroid its electric in- 
fluence was very much less than that of 
the earth, and notwithstanding the ap- 
pliances whiph \ve possessed for intensi- 
fying the electricu.1 efloct it. was nob 
possible to produce a sufficient repulsion 
to start ns off for Mars with anything 
like tho hnpuisa which wo had received 
from the eaitb OE our original departure. 


Tbd .utmost velocity that wo could 


generate did not exceed three miles in 
a second, aad to get this required our 
utmost efforts. In fact/ it bad^not seem- 
ed possible that wo should a'ttain even 
so great a speed.as that. It was far more 
than we could have expected, aud even 
Mr. Edisou was surprised as well as 
greatly gratified whan he found that we 
were moving with the velocity that I 
have named. 


We were atill about 6,000,000 miles 


from Mars, so that, traveling threo 
railea in a second, wo should require at 
least 23 days to reach the immediate 
neighborhood of the planet. 


Meanwhile we had plenty of occu- 


pation to make tho time paas quickly. 
Our prisoner was transported along with 
ns, and wo now began our attempts to 
ascertain what his language V7ua, and 
if possible to master it ourselves.

Accordingly we wore uofc very maoh 


astonished when, after a few repetitious 
of the experiment, the Martian—one of 
whose arms had baou partially released 
from its bonds in order to give him a 
little freedom of motion—imitated tbo 
action of his interrogators by pressing 
his finger over his heart.
